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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-6, 8-16, and 18-19 are allowed in their 
current form. Claims 1 , 10, and 1 1 are allowed for the reasons cited in pages 3 and 4 of the Applicant's Remarks. And claims 2-6, 8-9, 
12-16, and 18-19 depend on an allowed base claim. 

Whereas claims 20 and 21 are not allowable and the prior rejection is maintained. 

In page 6, paragraph 4 of the Remarks, the Applicant contends that the motivation to combine appears to be derived from a passage in 
Applicant's own disclosure and for at least these reasons, the Applicant believes that the office action has been relied on hindsight 
reasoning to reject these claims. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Furthermore, the Examiner would like to emphasize his motivation behind the rejection: to create a secure method that prohibits a user 
from impersonating another user. The Examiner did not derive this motive from the Applicant's disclosure. The problem of user security is 
prevalent in the field of technology. So it would be understandable if a person with ordinary skill in the art devise a method to resolve that 
issue. In addition, please note that paragraph 1 18 of Powers discloses the need to resolve such security issues. 
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
